By terrific lighting during 
the third go- .ral assault the Japanese 
gained positions which Insure their 
ability to enter the main east forts 
•whenever they choose. 


A dispatch to a news agency from 


St. Petersburg says Lieut. Gen. Stoes- 
sel. commander of the Russian troops 
at Port Arthur, Is reported to bo 
•wounded In the leer. 


The Japanese have not occupied the 


main forts and highest points of the 
eastern hills of Port Arthur, but they 
occupy In overwhelming numbers po- 
eltlons which will enable 
them 
to 


drive the Russians 
back 
whenever 


they desire.

Ono 
of his dispatches was sent directly 
from Port Arthur Nov. 2 *by way of 
Cne-Foo Nov. 3. It reads as follows: 


Howitzer* Command Positions. 


"The Japanese are now In a posi- 


tion to commence the beginning of tho 
end of the .operations to cpture the 
eastern fortified ridges. Their siege 
park has been completed by tho 
placing of 11-Inch howitzers. During 
the night of Oct. 29 all the reserves 
advanced 
through 
a 
network of 


trenches In front of the eastern forti- 
fied ridges from south of Keekwan to 
•west of Keekwan and to the west of 
Hihlung mountain, called by the Japa- 
nese ShochoHan." 


Rlhlung Mountain Is Taken.

Japanese arriving there from Dalny re- 
port that the Japanese" have captured 
Illhlung mountain and Sungshu moun- 
tain, which lies between tho railroad 
and Rlhlung mountain. They also re- 
port that the Japanese have captured 
the East 'Kcdkwnn mountain.

servative Japanese,-realizing the In- 
tense desire of the Japanese for good 
news on tho emperor's birthday, re- 
ceived the reports, however, with re- 
serve. 


Regarding the . capture of Rlhlung 


and Sungshu mountains the report was 
not considered improbable, but Japa- 
nese at Chefoo'sald it was not Intend- 
ed to occupy East Keekwan moun- 
tain. 


Keekwan Mountain'Hard to Hold: 
In August tho Japanese succeeded 


in entering tho East Keekwan fort, but 
under the concentrated fire of other 
forts they were compelled to retire. It 
was Impossible to hold East Keekwan, 
and therefore an attempt on that posi- 
tion now Is regarded as only a feint. 


When the Japanese occupied the 


Russian trenches on Rlhlnng mountain 
it is said the Russians turned a cur- 
rent of water Into the trenches, but 
that the Japanese held fast. Previous 
to this the Japanese shells exploded 
two land mines on Rlhlung mountain. 


Thn Dally Telegraph's Chofoo corre- 


spondent, telegraphing Nov. 3, says the 
Japanese losses.during the last assault 
on;Port.-Arthtlr woro',heavler than In 
any.of the previous attacks.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 4.—There Is r

There had been 
considerable fear that the Japanese 
might push home the final attack yes- 
terday. It Is now felt that there may 
have come another period of respite.

• ^FULL TIME IN PRISON 


Danville Men Are to Be Kept In the 


Penitentiary for Maximum Term 


Under the Law. 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 4.—The board 


of pardons has passed finally upon 
tho cases of tliu Danville rioters, and 
decided to hold them as long as tho 
law will permit, • which will he flvo 
years. 


In speaking of the decision, Chair- 


man Russell of the -board said tluit 
the board felt It to be Us duty to visit 
upon these men as severe punishment 
as the law would permit. 
: 


"Ono of the objects of the trial and 


conviction of men who violate tho law 
Is to deter others from like violations," 
ho'said, "and as this Is tho first In- 
stance on record in tho state where 
men participating in a mob of this 
character have been convicted, tho 
board felt that the severest punish- 
ment known to the law should bo 
dealt out to them, so that others who 
might feel like engaging In similar 
conduct .would understand fully what 
they might expect upon conviction."

ker, William Hedwlne. Horace Murphy, 
Jolm Isom, John Walton, Isaac. M. 
Slado, Jolm Robertson and Clements 
Mowbaker.
